CONTROLS FEEDBACK: 

Feedback (that annoying howl or squeal that is 
generated when the sound from the loudspeakers re- 
enters the microphone) can be effectively controlled 
with a Unidyne or Unisphere microphone. Even when 
the microphones are fairly near the loudspeakers, they 
control the feedback situation because they eliminate 
sound pickup from the rear of the microphone. 

END "BOOMY” REVERBERATION

the well" boomy sound. They reproduce bass tones 
(frequencies) fully, clearly, without distortion.
